2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of records fails to teach or suggest: 

A method/apparatus for providing narrowband services comprising (inter alias): 
Broadcasting traffic from a narrowband circuit over channels in a first and second 

virtual circuit connections in a packet network; 

Transmitting out-of-service patterns on unused channels in the second virtual 

circuit connection; 

Reconfiguring, via rolling over the first virtual circuit connection resources, to 
establish an incoming path from the channel in the second virtual circuit connection to a 
receiving side of the narrowband circuit, as indicated in independent claims 28 and 36. 

A machine-readable medium storing executable instructions for causing a system 
to implement the steps of the method of claim 28, as indicated in independent claim 31 .
